Toxic waste sites 


Clean-up progresses 
McDonald Rd complete

WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY - 
Two down, one to go. 

According to Gary Lipson, the 
On-Site Coordinator of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), crews have com- 
pleted the excavation of drums 
and hazardous wastes at two of 
the three sites in the community 
that have been targeted for clean- 
ups. 

The digging processes at both 
McDonald Road and the 
Wilmington Disposal Area at 
Krochmal Farm have come to an 
end. The excavation of drums at 
the Sutton Brook Disposal Area at 
1069 South Street in Tewksbury is 
ready to begin any day now. 

Crews from Global Remediation 
Services removed approximately 
450 55-gallon drums within a cir- 
cumference of 1,000 cubic yards 
at 79 McDonald Road in 
Wilmington. The company is a 
subcontractor under Woodard & 
Curran, the Boston firm hired to 
clean up the site by the 
Kunigenas family, who owns the 
property. 

“It took us about six weeks to 
complete the project,” says 
Lipson, “Now there is some more 
analytical work to be done. We'll 
be collecting samples of the exca- 


vated materials and having them 
analyzed in a lab.” 

Along with the drums, crews dis- 
covered an assortment of other 
containers, such as pails and 
paint cannisters. Estimations 
have pinpointed the materials’ 
burial at the site to have taken 
place approximately thirty years 
ago. 

Crews with the IT Corporation, 
which is the EPA's prime contrac- 
tor, have completed the excava- 
tion of drums at the Wilmington 
Disposal Area at Krochmal 
Farm. Although Krochmal Farm 
is located at 1079 South Street in 
Tewksbury, the disposal area 
itself is situated at the border of 
Wilmington. Approximately 200 
drums were found at this loca- 
tion. 

“The majority of those drums 
were all ripped up and rusted,” 
says Lipson. “They were pretty 
much scrap metal and debris.” 

As many as 50 of the 200 drums 
were overpacked with products in 
them. Those drums, along with 
the empty ones, were placed into 
larger, collective drums that will 
make it easier for crews to ship 
the waste to its proper destina- 
tion. 

Like the drums at McDonald 
Road, Lipson says that the drums

Pros and cons of drug policy debated

'WILMINGTON - According to School 
Committee Chairperson _—_ Stephen 
Peterson, the new Middle School being 
constructed on Carter Lane will be a 
feast for the eyes of students and teach- 
ers and administrators and parents when 
it opens at the end of the summer. 

“The school is beautiful,” says 
Peterson. “It's going to be a wonderful 
place to learn.” 

Peterson knows because he has seen for 
himself what the school and its class- 
rooms and theater and cafeteria will 
have to offer. On Thursday, June 29, 
Peterson and a majority of School 
Committee members were given a tour of 
the new school. 

The tour was scheduled and coordinat- 
ed and given by-Roger Lessard, the 
Chairman of the Permanent Buildings 
Committee; Project Manager Stuart 
Lesser; Superintendent of Schools 
Geraldine O'Donnell; Town Manager 
Michael Caira; and Mark Snyder, a rep- 
resentative from ARC, the i 
architectural firm behind the school’s 
construction. The visit, which lasted 
approximetely ninety minutes, took 
place late in the afternoon after work 
crews hung up their hard hats and called 


it a day. 

Peterson was impressed with the over- 
all structure of the school, particularly 
the way in which the classrooms have 
been well lit. He anticipates that when 
the new school has its curtain call on the 
first day of school, it will be its new the- 
ater that will get a standing ovation. 

“The new school’s theater is tremen- 
dous,” states Peterson. “It’s like a mini- 
Wang Center. When we first saw it my 
eye was caught, right off the bat.” 

Committee member Barbara Breakey 
walked away from the tour with an A- 
plus impression of the new school, as 
well. 

“It's a very beautiful facility,” says 
Breakey. “I was very impressed.” 

Breakey was most impressed by the 
school’s library, which she says is spa- 
cious and bright. She was equally taken 
with the level of technology that has 
been integrated into the school. For 
instance, there are computers and televi- 
sions in every classroom. 

“The media center in the library is 
extraordinary,” offers Breakey as anoth- 
er example. “I can’t do it justice in 
words. We're talking state-of-the-art 
technology here. There is not another 
school in town that has this kind of tech- 


nology.” 

It is the school’s overall design and 
intricate color schemes that stood out for 
committee member Nora Zinan. 

“When you walk into the lobby, the 
design of the floorworks looks like a star- 
burst,” says Zinan. 

The new school is broken up into three 
houses, so as to create the feel of three 
smaller schools within one big one. All 
three houses have been given the inspi- 
rational, optimistic names of the space 
shuttles of NASA: Challenger, Discovery 
and Explorer. The names were chosen 
from a contest in which students submit- 
ted their ideas for what would make 
great school names. 

“All three houses have great color 
schemes,” says Zinan. “They are all very 
well coordinated.” 

Zinan was especially pleased to see that 
classrooms designated to the subjects of 
music, art and science have been built 
with ample space, so that students may 
practice their creative skills and partici- 
pate in lab experiments. 

“We haven’t had that before,” notes 
Zinan. 

Zinan also finds the media center to be 


impressive, as well.

one that needs attention,” she says. “A 
lot of people like that field, and it's great 
to finally be able to provide an opportu- 
nity for students to take part in it.” 

Committee member Suzanne Cushing

Committee member Suzanne Clarkin 
experienced the tour through the eyes of 
a mother who will have three children 
attending the facility in the fall. 

“I think it’s nice that the school looks 
nice and bright, but I appreciate the 
magnitude of the school’s space the 
most,” says Clarkin. “It blows my mind 
that 900-plus students will be able to go to 
school there, especially given the space 
crises that we have been experiencing 


going on in youth sports. 


over the past few school years. It is such 
a welcomed relief. It’s nice that teachers 
will even be able to have a conference 
room.” 

Continues Clarkin, “It’s not just the 
school building, though. It’s the teachers 
too. All of the tools are there to make 
this new school successful. Thank good- 
ness that we'll finally have the room for 
our kids to spread their wings.” 

With the rew middle school near com- 
pletion, Clarkin has her sights set on the 
school system's next big task. 

“Now that the space issue on the 
Elementary and Middle School levels has

“Law enforcement has to act in 
a manner of valid reason in 
which to use that seized proper- 
ty.” said Chief Mackey “In a 
majority of communities, there 
are in-house systems that are 
subject to people reviewing what 
is done with all seized property.” 

Chief Mackey continued, saying 
that if the forfeiture money is not 
left where it is the absence of it 
will greatly hinder police depart- 
ments throughout the state. He 
maintained that the D.AR.E. 
youth prevention program would 
suffer, as would a police depart- 
ment's ability to purchase equip- 
ment, train narcotics officers, 
purchase information from infor- 
mants, buy undercover drugs, 
and so on. 

ACLU Legislative Director 
Shapiro offered a remedy for 
Chief Mackey’s concerns over a 
loss of forfeiture funds, but it 
would be one that would require 
the approval of tax payers in 
town. 

“That's why we have democratic 
bodies,” said Shapiro. “They allo- 
cate fundings according to the 
specific needs of their communi- 
ty. If you can go to a Town 
Meeting and prove to your com- 
munity that those funds are need- 
ed, then they can budget for 
them.” 

Returning to the question's core 
issue of accountability, Chief 
Mackey said that he thought that 
it was interesting that it was 
being said that authorities aren't 
accountable enough. After all, he 
suggested. where is the account 
ability in giving drug offenders 
two breaks before they must face 
prosecution for their unlawful 
behavior” 

“This petition is a double-edged

Finally, she 
stated a belief of hers that has 
been firmly enforced by years of 
experience and research, saying 
that people deal best with an 
addictive problem when there are 
such “levers” as probation or 
incarceration hanging over their 
heads. 

“This Petition is a wolf in 
reform clothing.” Coakley 
warned. “If you want drug deal 
ers in your neighborhood, then 
vote for Petition P.”

WILMINGTON - The following 
is information sent by Senior Citi- 
zens’ Law Project, a part of the 
Cambridge/Somerville Legal Ser- 
vices. For seniors having difficulty 
keeping up or paying their utility 
bills the following is very impor- 
tant and worth saving. It is impor- 
tant to know that you are not totally 
“powerless” when a utility com- 
pany threatens to shut off your 
electricity or gas, or even if your 
utility service had already been 
terminated. Under certain circum- 
stances a utility company can not 
deny you services for non-payment 
even if you are unable to make a 
payment at that time. Utility com- 
panies may work with youto create 
an affordable payment plan and 
continue services, You should in- 
quire about the specific options your 
utility provider offers. 

Are your utilities about to be 
terminated? Electric and gas com- 
panies must send you notice at least 
three days before the proposed ter- 
mination date. The companies may 
not terminate service due to over- 
due bills if you have financial hard- 
ship and one of three factors is 


present: 

1. A household member is seri- 
ously ill. 

2. The household includes a child 
less than one year old. 

3. Itis between November 15 and

3. That the household includes a 
child younger than one. A birth 
certificate or other document veri- 
fying the child’s birth date. 

Low income discount: State law 
requires electric companies to give 
discounts to members with house- 
hold incomes of less than 175 per- 
cent of the federal poverty level 
($14,616 a year for one person and 
$19,698 for two people) and to cus- 
tomers receiving a public benefit 
like TAFDC, SSI, MA Health/Med- 
icaid, food stamps and fuel assis- 
tance. The discount generally re- 
duces bills by 25-35 percent. Many 
gas companies also voluntarily pro- 
vide a low income discount. Boston 
Edison and Boston Gas apply the 
discount retroactively if you prove 
how long you have been eligible for 
the discount. State agencies can 
readily confirm receipt of past ben- 
efits 

Have your utilities already been 
terminated? Electricity and gas 
companies must restore service, 
even without payment if there is a 
financial hardship and if:

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Major Americans 
eliminated by Woburn

Intheir last two games, the Wilm- 
ington 12-year-old All Star baseball 
team has relied on its offense to 
stay in contention. 

But that offense all but disap- 
peared on Tuesday afternoon, dur- 
ing their 7-3 loss to the Woburn 
Nationals, in the District 13 Little 
League tournament at Rotary Park. 

The loss was the second for Wilm- 
ington in the double-elimination 
tournament, ending the team's run 
for a berth’ in the Little League 
World Series. The team exits with a 
1-2 record, including a 6-4 victory 
over the Woburn Americans. 

Inyesterday's game, it looked as 
if Wilmington's offense, which had 
scored a combined 13 runs over the 
past two games, was ready to pop 
again, after two runners reached 
scoring position with one out in the 
top of the third inning.

With 
Montalto threatening to score, 
Woburn allowed Oliveri to steal 
second base. 

Montalto scored on a sacrifice 
fly by second baseman Tom Miele, 
and Oliveri scored from third on a 
passed ball, allowing Wilmington 


to take a 2-0 lead into the bottom of 
the inning. 

But Woburn opened the flood 
gates in the bottom of the inning 
against southpaw ace Sean Murphy 
for eight hits and seven runs. 

Murphy started the inning by 
giving up a single and a walk to put 
runners at first and second. Then 
catcher Justin Lucchese shot a line 
drive three-run home run down the 
left field line, and off of the portable 
bathroom, to give Woburn a 3-2 
lead. 

Seven batters later, after Woburn 
had already increased their lead to 
4-2, Murphy gave up back to back 
doubles to shortstop Nathan Punzel 
and third baseman Brian Roffi.

For example, youth hock- 
ey runs from September to April, 
with an average of two games and 
two practices a week because 
they play in two different leagues. 
Add to that Pop Warner football, 
youth basketball, three youth 
baseball teams during the sum 
mer. Soccer, spring and fall? 
Tennis anyone” Karate! That's a 
lot for a kid, and a lot for a par 
ent. Does everyone think that 
their little Johnny can be the next 
football great, Johnny Unitas’ 

2) Add controls. In youth hockey 
referees may call a bench penalty 
on a coach for “zero tolerance.” 
Perhaps every youth organization 
should make it a point that one 
zero tolerance call on a coach. 
player or parent results in a sus 
pension of some kind, Get two 
more, and the person is banned 
from attending the games for a 
year 

3) Reduce interference. Parents 
should not be allowed to talk to 
coaches during the game, espe 
cially in the high school level 

4) Set real goals. Get rid of the 
sense that “everyone's a champi 


on.” Today it seems in every sport 
everyone is a champion. You see 
it at the high school level thanks 
to the M.LA.A (Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association). You see it in little 
league all-star teams when every 
one has to play. Why” If a player 
is an all-star, one of the best play- 
ers in the entire league, why does 
every team member have to play 
in that game? Is it not enough to 
be named to the team? 

Old school ts gone. 

People don't honor or respect 
anything or anyone anymore. The 
eye is always on the prize. That's 


why everything is getting out of- 


hand. That nice guy who coaches 
a youth sport team is a bad guy 
because Little Johnny couldn't 
play shortstop. How can he be a 
champion or the next Nomar 
Garciaparra, shortstop for the 
Red Sox? 

I have no idea why this tragedy 
in Reading happened. Maybe it 
has some or nothing to do with 
what I said. Why do people do 
some of the things they do? Will 
this ever happen again? 
Hopefully, it won't. Perhaps some 
parents should take a step back 
from their children's lives. Let 
the kids play. Enjoy watching 
them, Buy them a soda after the 
game. Congratulate them on a 
game well played. Let them know 
that it is not a bad thing to lose 
There's no reason for any kind of 
hostility in sports, especially 
when 10-year olds play. After all 
it's a game.

In 1973, McFadden went from 
the wall version cuckoo clock 
style to a full length 
Pennsylvania Dutch style grand- 
fathers' clock. A sign that he 
was proud of his work showed in 
the fact that he placed his name 
on the face of the clock 

A close look at the side of the 
clock shows a lion like figure. 
However, it has the friendly 
“cowardly lion” type of face 
painted on the side, not in the 
likeness of Bert Lahr, but more 
in the likeness of McFadden's 
self-image. 

The clock is brightly deco- 
rated with flowers, birds and as 
part of the intricate pattern, a 
close look reveals the date the 
clock was made, 

A 1983 piece that McFadden 
created, and which is believed to 
be one of his last works, is 
called the Blacksmith Clock. 
Once again McFadden seems to 
have drawn on his own experi- 
ences in making the creation. 

According to the research 
done by the Museum, the ques: 
tion has arisen as to whether 
the smith at the anvil is a like- 
ness of McFadden himself. This 
is based on the fact that the 
artist trained at Boston's 
Museum of Fine Arts School in 
jewelry design and fabrication. 

Museum Director of 
Collections and Exhibitions 
Hillary Anderson said, “The 
clocks came here because they 
were left to us in his will. He 
was interested in clockmaking 
and may have known of the 
institution because our clock 
collection.” 

A portion of that display will 
be presented as part of the 
Made in Massachusetts showing 
that will open on July 21.

However, McFadden was also 
known as a jewelry designer, 
created automated devices used 
in circus acts and mechanized 
displays used in department 
stores. 2 

Among the latter were the 
Enchanted Forest that was cre- 
ated for Filenes and the 
Bunnyland Display at Jordan 
Marsh. Neighbors also reported 
that he worked on the famous 
Enchanted Village Christmas 
Display that was a Jordan 
Marsh holiday staple for many 
years and has recently been pre- 
sented by the City of Boston 

McFadden is reported to have 
said, “I never did amount to 
much of a draftsman.” 

Anderson notes that his draw- 
ings, now in the Museum 
archives, belie his words. 

The clockmaking did not 
start in earnest until after 
McFadden's retirement from 
retailing displays. According to 
Anderson, he developed a pas- 
sion for cuckoo clocks and 
neighbors would bring their val- 
ued timepieces to him for repair. 

As a part of his avocation, 
McFadden made a clock for 
himself every year. Although in 
one year two were created. 

In making his creations, he 
used reconditioned works from 
old timepieces, and built the 
“whimsical” clock cases, crafted 
the moving figures and mecha: 
nisms and, in some cases, even 
added sounds. 

According to the Museum's 
biography, “All of these details 
gave his clocks an extra dose of 
liveliness. In McFadden's uncon 
ventional renditions of familiar 
themes, angels bang out tunes 
on the organ, Jonah struggles in 
the jaws of a whale and skele- 
tons dance.” 

The biography adds, “As they 
tell their stories, these clocks 
also speak of McFadden's cre- 
ativity and sense of humor.” 

The Pinnochio Clock, made 
in 1940 is one of the earliest 
McFadden pieces on display. It 
shows the influence the Disney 
animated film, of the wooden 
Puppet who becomes a boy, had 
on McFadden. 

However, some of the scenes 
are different but similar to those 
in the film. 

‘There is a 30 year jump in the 
clocks on display as the 
Museum presents McFadden’s 
early tribute to the Charles 
Schultz Peanuts characters. The 
clock which features Snoopy and 
Woodstock came out in 1973, one 
year after the 1972 film debut of 
the characters. 

Anderson noted, “He is a 
clockmaker and also a story 
teller with the clocks.” 

Shortly after the Snoopy 
clock, McFadden made a 
change from retelling other peo- 
ples stories to creating some of 
his own with the clock designs.

Although this year’s summer 
season has not officially begun, 
some Eastern Massachusetts 
residents have already experi- 
enced untimely deaths from 
water accidents. 

The American Red Cross 
today announced the third annu- 
al Save-A-Life Summer cam- 
paign, an educational initiative 
that reaches out to families with 
important information about 
CPR and first aid training, 
water safety tips and other life- 
saving information. 

“Lives can be saved this sum- 
mer if people learn to swim, use 
caution in, on and around the 
water and learn how to perform 


ment. Protect yourself by wear- 
ing sunscreen and sunglasses to 
prevent exposed skin from burn- 
ing and to avoid damage caused 
by the harmful UV rays of the 
sun 


Wear hats - Hair loss is a 
common side effect of 
chemotherapy. To protect your 
scalp from the sun during the 
summer, it is important to cover 
your head with a hat or scarf. 


Avoid alcohol - Not only will 
alcohol cause dehydration, it is 
also a blood thinner. This can be 
especially dangerous for some- 
one undergoing chemotherapy, 
because chemotherapy can 
decrease the body’s ability to 
clot blood, putting a patient to 
greater risk for blood loss due to 
injury. 

Eat well-balanced meals - It 
is important when undergoing 
chemotherapy to maintain a 
well-balanced diet. Eating right 
will help ensure that you have 
the energy to stay active and 
provide your body with the vita- 
mins and minerals it needs. 


CPR if an emergency does 
occur,” said Patricia Deyton, 
CEO of the American Red Cross 
of Massachusetts Bay. 

In the summer months, 
deaths from drownings dramati- 
cally increase. Drowning is the 
second leading cause of death 
from unintentional injuries for 
youths ages 5 to 24, according to 
the National Safety Council's 
1996 Accident Facts Report. The 
American Red Cross of 
Massachusetts Bay offers quick 
tips as part of its “Save-a-Life 
Summer” campaign. Highlights 
include: 

* Learn to swim - It sounds 
basic, but it’s the best thing any- 
onc can do to stay safe in and 
around the water. 

* Never swim alone 
Swimming with a buddy, and 
only in supervised areas, keeps 
swimmers safe in all types of 
water. 

¢ Watch out for the “danger- 
ous too’s” - People who are too 
tired, too cold or too far from 
safety should get out of the 
water. People who have had too 
much sun or strenuous activity 
should stay out until rested. 

* Never leave children unat- 
tended around water - Keep 
your eyes on your children at all 
times. If a child is missing, 
check the water first.

Water is the body’s most 
important single element - it’s 
involved in every biological 
process and is found in every 
cell. Without sufficient water, 
the human body just would not 
work. 

Yet while most American 
adults meet only about 60 per- 
cent of their daily hydration 
needs, the statistics are even 
worse for children. of pre- 
school children drink no water 
at all during the day. As a 
Registered Dietitian, and a 
mother, I find this all the more 
troubling because children have 
very real hydration needs that 
impact their general health. For 
instance, consider that the bod- 
ies of growing children produce 
more heat than those of adults, 
and they have a harder time 
coping with hot weather and 
humidity. In short, children are 
much more susceptible to dehy- 
dration than adults. 

One thing every parent must 
know is, when it comes to chil- 
dren, not all beverages are cre- 
ated equal. A national study 
conducted by Cornell Medical 
Center found that children who 
drink more than 12 fluid ounces 
of sweetened fruit juices a day 
are prone to obesity and dimin- 
ished growth. 

Because children’s drinking 
habits are formed early, usually 
at home, health and medical 
experts recommend exposing 
children to pure spring water 
early in their development, 
before they acquire a taste for 
sweetened beverages and juice 
drinks. A survey conducted by 
Belmont Springs found that 
when a water cooler is in the 
home, children are far more 
likely to reach for water instead 
of less healthy alternatives. The 
study also found that some fami- 
lies reduced home beverage 
costs by as much as 40 percent 
just by switching to water from 


less healthy beverages.

And the benefits of switching 
to water don’t end with your 
kids. Drinking water is an essen- 
tial means to weight loss and an 
important part of any successful 
diet. Water suppresses the 
appetite and helps the body 
metabolize stored fat. The key is 
getting into the water habit by 


adhering to a daily water regi- 
ment. 

Try the Nutritionists’ chal- 
lenge: Each day replace just one 
sugared can of soda with a bot- 
tle of spring water and you can 
Jose up to 10 pounds in a year. 

Nutritional guidelines suggest 
that you should be drinking 1/2 
ounce of water for each pound 
of body weight. But to learn 
more about water and health, 
visit water.com, a comprehen- 
sive online resource where you 
can calculate your water needs 
and ask questions of medical 
and health experts from the 
Belmont Springs Good Health 
Advisory Board.
